Nothing in the wholeduty entrust- 
ed to you is I apprehend, more important 
than that we should, if possible, tind out 
some of the men who have with far better 
knowledge than the half-breeds and Indians 
stirred them up to rebellion, and your special 
attention is asked to this point. 

It is apparent fron these instructions, 


(1) That a fair trial of the prisoners,present 


the white rebels—nor without a fixed pur- 
pose. The fact that it was the full intention 
of the government to seeure the conviction 
ef a number of white men, not for taking 
part in but for having ‘‘actively encouraged” 
the rebellion, and that with every means, in- 
cluding the espoinage of both mails and tele- 
graph, at their disposal, they could not even 
trump up more than a single case, is proof 
positive that the whites had no connection 
either directly or indirectly with the rebel- 
lion; that they neither tampered with it in 
the beginning nor attempted to condone it 
afterwards—which is more than the govern - 
ment or ite agents can say. 

It might have been expected, after the ut- 
ter failure to fasten the term rebel upon the 
white settlers of the North-West—after the 
government having been fully apprised by its 
own private information and the acts of those 
settlers that there wasno justification for the 
attempt—that it would have been abandoned. 
Not so, however; as witness the disarming 
act and the difference between the treatment 
of North-West and eastern volunteers.

SCHOOL MATTERS. 


A meeting was held in the Palace Hotel 
Saskatchewan city on March 22nd to discuss 
the condition of school matters in that dis- 
trict, the regularannual meeting not having 
taken place in January last. As none of the 
trustees were present nothing could be elici- 
ted anda committee consisting of Messrs. 
Heininck, Pilonand Bergeron were appoint- 
ed to wait upon the trustees and report at 
another meeting to be held on the 29th. At 
the ineeting of the 29th P. Heiminck was ap- 
pointed chairman. He stated that the com- 
mittee had been unable to elicitany informa- 
tion from the two trustees who had been 
waited upon, but as one of them, Mr. Theo- 
phile Lamourcux, was present he would call 
upon hiin to give the desired information as 
to the condition of school affairs. 

Mr. Lamoureux said that he had only come 
to the meeting out of curiosity. In answer 
to various questions he said that he had been 
advised by anagent of the government not 
to yive any explanations regarding school 
matters to thatimeeting. The trustees had 
not held a meeting of tne board, and had not 
called a meeting of the electors in January ; 
because they did not thinkzit necessary and 
had nothing to report. A teacher had been 
engaged at a public meeting at which Messrs. 
Taillon, Pilon, Lambert and Bergeron were 
present. (These gentlemen, being present, 
denied that they knew anything of the en- 
Kagement ofa teacher.) The government 
agent at Regina had authorized the trustees 
to engaye a teacher for a term beginning 
July 1st, 1885, ata salary of $500 a year. In 
regard to 10,000 feet of lumber which had 
becn donated by settlers for the erection of a 
school house, the trustees had taken charge 
of it but noZaccount had been taken of the | 
number of feet. The trustees had full power 
and jurisdiction over the lumber and had 
loaned some of it to Pilon and others who 
were obliged to return it when called upon. 
They did not need to consult the electors as | 
to the disposal of the lumber. Two of the 
trustees had been duly sworn in—Frank and | 
Theophite Lamoureux. The third, Geo. | 
Burke, was absent at the time on a trip to 
Calgary. The chairman, F, Lamoureux ,wrote 
to the lieutenant-governor in April, 1°85, 
stating the case and was answered that it was 
allright. Burke had not qualitied at all,but 
no election was held to fill the vacancy as the 
trustees did not think it necessary. 

The chairman said the expressions of the 
trustee present would have been of greater 
value before before the erection of the 
district, If the position taken by the trus- 
tees Was correct there was cause for alarm. 
They had engaged a teacher at 8600 a year to 
teach in @ private house entirely unsuitable 
for a school lhiouse. But as long as they were 
satisfied nothing more seemed to be neces- 
evry. At the same tiine the electors must 
kindly accept any demand for funds that may 
be made nponthem. Neither efficiency nor 
economy had been indulged in by the trus- 
lees.
